A cting un th e theory th a t a lie well 
told Is alm ost as good aa th e tru th and 
only need* a stiff upper lip and a 
strung back bone to m ake It effective, 
lf not reliable, th e D em ocratic preiw 
has entered th e cam paign for th e sole 
purpose of deceiving the public, aod 
th e New York Herald, th a t paper so 
often convicted of dishonesty lo Its 
reports, sets th e pace bv prevaricating 
like a pickpocket about th e wages 
now paid In th e potteries of E ast 
Liverpool. 


W hen th e Dem ocratic leaders made 
the discovery th a t th e Wilson bill 
was a wage reducer instead of a wage 
increaser and would undoubtedly lose 
th eir grip lf they m aintained th eir 
position, they decided to m ake th e 
hest of th e worst bargain they have 
had In many a year, and a tte m p t to

A dditions to th is list show 
th a t the alleged investigation covers 
the condition of 500,000 men, and In­ 
vestigators claim th a t many of the 
firms in th e list have long since 
ceased to exist or never existed a t all 
T he prim e Idea is to show th a t the 
wages of 1892 have been restored, but 
the proof preseuted does not bear out 
the statem en t. 
A uthorities have run 
down these statem en ts of th e Herald 
w ith so much success th a t they show, 
assum ing for arg u m en t’s sake th a t 
th e story is true, only 500,000 out of 
23,000,000 have had th eir wages in­ 
creased. 
T he la tte r num ber repre­ 
s e n t s ^ men engaged in gainful ne 
c ita tio n s, and th e vast m ajority have 
had th eir Incomes decreased by the 
transactions of Democracy. 
B ut the statistics are untrue.

Spalding, when asked as to his plans 
for future action regarding the Pacific 
cable, said: "I am here for the purpose 
of notifying the United States govern 
meut of my contract with Hawaii and

communication 
between 
San 
Francisco aud Honolulu, aud askiug for 
aid from the United State* govern 
ment. 
“The cable line work w ill be com 
menced at once. 
I have been promised 
private subscriptions to stock of the 
company to the amount of a million 
dollars, and hope that our governm ent 
w ill grant a yearly subsidy which, iu 
connection with that granted by H a­ 
waii, w ill enable us to raise the money 
necessary to carry out the project.

soon as details are decide*! upon they 
w ill be made public and everv oppor­ 
tunity be given for scrutiny and investi­ 
gation as well as competition in con­ 
struction.”
